At -i:iQ o'clock, Wednesday 
morning, October °d. Dr. Philip 
Qoode Giliett passed from earth, 
after a life of unusual length and 
Of the highest usefulness. His ill- 
ness was one ol several years' dura- 
tion, and his condition for some 
days was such that death was 
momentarily expected 

Doctor (tilled was born at Madi- 
son, lnd , March 84th, 1883. His 

lather was one of the pioneer clergy- 
men of M. E. Church in that Slate, 
and -the parent ial religions influ- 
ences on the young man made early 
and hinting impression. 

He became a student in Indiana 
Asbury Fnivcrsi.y (now DePauw 
University), and was graduated in 
From hi»<j/m<t main- he re- 
ceived the degree of A.M. In 1855, 
and LL.D. in 1871. Mr. Giliett 
had planned to begin the study of 
medicine on his graduation, bul be- 
ing offered a position as teachet in 
the Indiana Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb, he accepted it, end 
realizing the opportunities in this 
field of labor determined to remain 
in it. This proved to be a provi- 
dential opening. He became ah 
sorbed in Ihe work and his life-Ions; 
energies were devoted thereto 
While at the Indiana Institution he 
received a call to the Superinlen 
dency of the Wisconsin Institution, 
but upon visiting it was unfavor- 
ably impressed and declined. Soon 
afterward he whs elected Superin- 
tendent of the Illinois Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb. Of this he 
took charge April 86th, 1856, and 
held the position thirty-seven and 
one-half years 

lie sometime! said, with a roguish 
twinkle in his eye, that he was ap 
pointed on trial, hut had never 
notified ef his acceptability. 
He found '.ho school much dis- 
organized, but soon brought order 
out of chaos and gained the con- 
Bdence of its patrons and the love 
of its pupils, many of whom had 
besu withdrawn from the institu- 
tion. Dt. Gil let! was alwaj 
the alert to invent and to adopt 
new ideas and methods, and the 
Illinois Institution soon became one 
of the largest in the world. 

Dr. Oillett was Ihe first Superin- 
tendent of schools for the deaf to 
employ women as teachers. This 

he did in the face id' considerable 

Opposition. He was also the firs! 
to introduce instruction in articula- 
tion and lip-reading in a State 
Institution. Private onl schools 
had been previously started. He was 
also one of the first to introduce in- 
struction in ait into the curriculum. 
He had a national reputation as an 
educator of the deaf, and honors 
were freely conferred upon him by 
the profession. He early took 
prominent positions in the Conven 
tions of Instructors and was active 
in advancing their interests. Prom 

L880 to 1805, he was a member of 
the Standing Committee of Deaf- 

Mute Instructors, and from 181 
1890 was President of the Conven 
tion. 

Since lb!>0 ho haw been a member 

of the Board of Directors of the 

American Association to Promote 
the Tenohingof Speech to the Deal, 
and from 1893 to 1888 was 1'rosi 
dent and General Manager o( the 
same. In connection with their 
work, he visited <>\,n\ school for 
the deaf public and privic 

the United Statt 
Karly in the management of Ihe 

Illinois Institution for the Deaf, 
Dr. Giliett was frequently requested 
to admit feeble minded children to 
that school. This brought to his 
notice the need of an institution for 
that class of defective youth. 

To this end he everted his in- 
fluence in the community and 
through the legislature lo obtain an 
appropriation for the education of 
the feeble minded in Illinois. The 
founding of this institution wi 
trusted to tlie trustees of Ihe Deaf 
and Dumb, and upon Dr. (Jillctt 
devolved the responsibility of open 
ing and conducting that institution. 
This school proved to be a net 
and after it had become established, 

it was, with a Hoard of Trustees 
and a Superintendent of its own, 
removed to Lincoln. 



Dr. Giliett was instrumental, 
more, perhaps, than any one else, in 
the organisation of the Illinois Stale 
Hoard of Charities. It was he who 

tirst agitated its establishment. lie 
was invited to take the office of 
Secretary of the Hoard, but declined 
the honor. He was then asked to 
name some one fitted for the re- 
sponsibilities of the office, anil he 
recommended the appointment of 
1'. H. Wines, "who held the 
position for many years. 

Dr. Giliett wasoneof the founders 
of the Jacksonville Literary Union. 
an association of gentlemen, found- 
ed in this city in 1865, and still hold* 
ing weekly meetings. He was 
also a charter member, and the first 
eminent commander of Hospitaler 
Commandery of Knights Templar. 

From his college days Dr. Giliett 
was active in religious work. He 
connected himself w ith the chinch 
early in life, and always endeavor- 
ed to adhere to Christian principles 
and standards. He became very 
familiar with Scriptures and was 
intimately connected in religions 
work with Dwighl L. Moody, John 

H. Vincent (now bishop), B. P. 

Jacobs, William Reynolds, A U. 
Tynir and Slephen Paxsoo, all of 
whom did much toward Sunday- 
school and giving religious work an 
impetus in Illinois. 

During the Civil War Dr. Giliett 
was actively identified with the 
Christian Commission. For many 
years he was prised as a Sunday 
School worker Twice he was pre- 
sident of the Illinois Sunday School 
Convention. From 1872 to 1886 he 
was a member of the Internal 
Sunday School Convention, and 

from 1872 to is:;, president of the 

same. He was also honored by his 
ow n Church. In $8 he was 

a member of the general conference 
of the M. F Church. From 1880 
lo 1SS1 he was a member of the 
Hook Committee, and in 
Chairman of the Sunday School 

Committee of the General Confer- 
ence. 

As a sequence of his work with 
the deaf, and in the chuteh, he 
established a mission for t ho deal 
mutes of Chicago, an enterprise in 
which he took pride and interest 
This was accomplished at much ef- 
fort and sacrifice. 'This work, fust 
carried on by himself .me Sunday in 
each month, was changed to twice a 

month. Liter, he secured com- 
plimentary transportation to and 

from Chicago and gratuitous enter 
taiment from Saturday till Monday 
at one of the leading hotels for any 

one whom he might delegate to con- 
duct the service thus demonstrat- 
ing the confidence in him upon the 
part of the railroad officials and 
hotel proprietors. 

This work has been conducted in 
later years by a regular pastor, 
who but a few days ago told him in 
person: '"The seed t hat you sow- 
ed is bearing fruit." 

Dr. Gillet'tS relation to his te.ich- 

offioers and employes, was so 

helpful and kindly that he secured 
from each one the I ice of 

which he was capable. It «rai 
unusual for them to apply to him 
for spiritual advice, and 

given with such friendly in- 
terest as to form a personal lie 
with the recipient . 

He enjoyed to an eminent di 
the love and affection of his pupils, 
teachers and employes, and li- 
sped and confidence of bis trill 
His pupils evidenced their esteem 

kens sent him t^n his birthday 
anniversaries and by their visits 
whenever they chanced to be in the 
city. 

It was his delight to aid others and 

thus to make them happy His 

pupils always fell go to him 

with their troubles, knowing (hat 

from him they would receive kindly 

sympathy.

Up-to-date football as now played 
by the 'Varsity teams and the game 
as played by the deaf at the old 
50th Street Institution over a half 
century ago, is altogether different. 
The Institution playground was a 
nearly level, square lot of four 

acres, with a small knoll in the 

centre In choosing sides the Hist 

choice by one of the two leadeis 

was determined by lot. Thereafter 
each captain chose alternately in 

making up his team. It was (he 
aim ol each to get the fastest run- 
ners anil best kickers. The teams 
then lined up against the fence on 
opposite sides of the playground. 
The foot bull was placed on the 
knoll midway between the teams, 
and a boy stood near il to give the 
signal for the play to begin. The 
goal was Hie fence on the side 
opposite each team. The fastest 
runners of each side rushed inward 
to kick oil' the ball and follow it Up, 

others deployed on the field, and 

still others remained well back near 
I he lence to, if possible, Stop the 
ball from reaching the opposition 
goal and to kick it back towards 
their 6wn goal. 

II by chance the ball went over 
the side fence, or up the Institution 
lawn, the came Stopped until the 
ball was recovered and kicked in- 
field in a straight line from where 
it was found, giving each side an 
even chance in the contest. There 
was no falling on the ball, no fum- 
bling, and no running away with it 
iii the hands of the players. Ii was 

football lo be kicked lo a goal and 
not handball to be carried. The 
(light of the ball could be stopped 
by hand and knocked lowards one 
goal or t he other. 

At that time the age of admission 
to the Institution was IS years and 
upwards, and there vote some 180 
hoys in school. They came from, 
all ovoi New York Slate and from 
New Jersey, which then had no 
school for the deaf. They entered 
ni pupils at ages all Hie way 
from 19 to 25 years old. Many of 
I hem were lull grown young men 
and a husky lot Ihey were. 

All boys wishing to play were 
drawn into the game and there were 

generally from . r >o to 60 on each 

side. The rushes during a contest 
wete exciting. At limes the ball 
would be closely hemmed in be- 
tween teams, resulting in a grand 
scramble, pulling and pushing to 
:.'cl il free At intervals lively dis- 
putes would arise on claims ot foul, 

sometimes terminating in list lights, 

bloody noses and a breaking up of
